PROF, YOUNG. 


The Distinguished Astronomer wel- 
comed by the Acatemy of Science. 
A special meeting of the Academy of Science 
was held yesterday afternoon, to informally wel- 
come Prof. Young, of Dartmouth College, whe 
is the advance guard of the scientific party from 
the Rast now on their way to China to observe 
the transit of Venus in December. Owing ta 
the fact of the vacation, there were only 6 
few members of the Academy present,—Dr. 
Johnson, who presided, the Hon. William Bross, 
Mr. Wells, Prof. Delafontaine, Prof. Slocum, 
and E. Colbert. i 
THE PRESIDENT 


welcomed the Professor to the Academy and te 
the city, stating that a formal reception conld 
not be tendered, since very few of the members 
Were in the city. 

PROF. YOUNG 


said it gave him great pleasure to be greeted #6 
cordially, but he hardly represented the part 
whe were expected to arrive inthe morning. He 
felt gratified at the interest manifested in sci+ 
ence by Chicagoans; there seemed to have been 
a revival of interest since 1869, when he passed 
through the city before; and he believed Chi- 
cago would take a high piace in the scientifie 
world, as she had in the commercial world. . He 
returned thanks for the welcome accorded hi 
hopimg the party wonld be able to realize th 
wishes expressed, and to bring back with 
em some information which would make more 
definite the knowledge of the heavenly system, 
and its application to material things. 
. EX-LIEUT.-GOV. BRosSs 
then arose and spoke as follows · 
Mn. Presrpent; A few months ago the 
Academy met here to give a social welcome to 
Prof. Proctor, one of the leading astronomers 
of Europe. We are here now to tender a similar 
Welcome to one of our own distinguished 
Stientists, who is on his wav to China witha 
Fr of gentlemen to observe the transit of 
enus in December next. 
This is a #ignificant fact in the progressive 
civilization of the age. All the leading nations 
have arranged to send similar parties to widely 
Giferent stations on the world’s surface where 
alone the transit will be visible, in order that by 
® comparison of all their observations 4 more 
accurate measurement may be had of th» 
distance between the earth and the sun. With 
this as & base line, the distances of many of the 
heavenly bodies from us and from each other 
may be determined. The element is also essen- 
tial to the exact measurement of latitude ani 
longitude, and is therefore important to tite 
commerce and the sovial welfare of nations. As 
Americans we should take great pleasure in con- 
„ our share in the knowledge of the 
world. 

As another instance of the progress ot 
comity among the nations, he stated that 
nd such expedition, or any other, would 
have been permitted to enter China within his 
recollection. Ihe world was startled only a gen- 
eration or so ago when it was announced that 
the relative weight of the sun and the planets 
had been determined with reference to each 
other. Some fifteen years ago the spectroscope 
was discovered, and now astronomers were dis- 
closing to us the very materials of which the 
heavenly bodies wers composed. had speat 
a most interesting hour that morning listening 
to Prof. Young and Prof. Delafontaine compar- 
ing their spectral observations upon the comet.

Mr. Bross wished Prot. Young and his expedition 
the most abundant success.

Wiliam A, Hammondoa Hydrophobia, deulvered 
béfore the New York Neurblogteal Society on 


Monday evening last: 
NATURE OF THE DISEASE. 

Is hydrophobia a diseasé of the nerve-centres 
or a blood disease? I suppose it is utterly im- 
possible to answer 8iién & question as that. It 
may start as a blood disease and end as a nerve 
dibease. Bidod diseases lead to struct ural 
changes of various organs of the body, and the 
nerve centres atb likewise invol¥ed to a con- 
siderable extent. Js it not worth while to record 
before a society me this the numerous 
instances’ of blood diseases which produce 
structural changes? Hydrophobia may 
be a blood disease, and yet afterward be suc- 
costed 5 


not worth While to suppose that hydropbobia is a 
nerve disease from the beginning. It is perfect- 
ly possible to suppose that, and there are a great 
many instances which can 1 — be ens in 
roof ot that assertion. Teke tetanus (lock- 
lew. The mass of the practitioners do 100 pre- 
tend to say that tetanus is a blood disease. It 
is a disease propagated throa the nerve 
structure starting from injury of a peripberal 
(near the surface) nerve, and anducing structur- 
al changes of nerve centres, expecially in the 
spinal cord. One doctor has ascertained in a 
number of cases that the essential condition of 
tetanus is a grantilar degeneration of the 
cord, aud that is omly the beginning of 
the fatty degeneration fina in hydropho- 
bia, and J suspect that ie the essential condition, 
and if tetanus occurred under the identical cir- 
cumsetancés which are present in hydrophobia 
you might have it fully developed, on to the ad- 
vanced stage of fatty degeveration im which the 
structure of McCormick was found. Tetanus 
being able to induce such 6 horrible disease as 
lockjaw, why is it not equally possible that hy- 
dfophobia may usually induce & similar disease ? 
Why may not the bite of @ dog mduce a similar 
disease to it, as bydrophobia does 7 3 
bia presents many abslogies to tetanus, Epi 
lepey can be effected by ipjuries to peripheral 
nerves. I had a case somé years ago of a lady 
who wounded her thumb, and six months 
altervard she had epileptic paroxysms; 
and yet, ho doubt, that wound was the 
cause of her epilepsy, And if epilepsy—which 
is another ove of the spasmodic diseases—can 
be introduced by a simple wound, why not 
hydrophubia? So that we haye numerous ex- 
amples of analogous diseases caused by wounds 
of nerves, without the necessity of ‘supposing 
the blood id primagily affected. 

There is a very remarkable disease, progres- 
sive muscular atrophy (wasting). I have kno«n 
numerous @aees, and I think my friend Dr. 
Beard will reeoliect.a chase which excited a great 
deal of attention among those interested in 
nerve diseases. It affected the spiial cord. 
Here we fouod @ disease going on month by 
month, induced by wounds to distant nerves. 
Why should it not be so with hydrophobia ? 
You may recollect him, some of you; I pre- 
sume Dr. Beard has seen 6 patient, 
because he went round to many physicians wm 
New York. It was & man whom T had before my 
clinic at the Bellevue Hospital Medical College, 
who followed the occupation of a gambler. It 
arose from the excessiye use of the thumb and 
finger of one hand in cértain manipulations 
which 1 am not competent to describe, in hand- 
ling cards at faro. It had brought on progres- 
sive muscular atrophy, which extended to almost 
every muscle of both upper extremities. It in- 
volved the muscles which supported the head. 
When the head fell forward he bad to make 
many contofiions to bring it back again. Here 
very excessive use Of Certain nerves brought on 
au atrophy of the nerve structure. From some 
beginning it tisvela along the  nefvesa, 
or some exéessive use of the nerve 
so interferes with the nerve itself that 
it soon becomes involved. se6 no 
reason to suppose that it is not possible for 
hydrophobia to be & disease essentially of the 
nerve centres, even although it appears to be 
induced by the bite of a rabid animal. 

BITES FROM DOGS THAT ARE NOT MAD. 

The next question is, can it really proceed 
from the bite of a Bou-rabid dog? On that 
probably depends the future of all the dogs in 
the City of New York. If it can be clearly shown 
to be 80, I would not give much for their longey- 
ity. lam rather inchwed to think that it can. I 
would not say that I believe. is can, for I don't 
believe anything unless it is proved. But there 
is some evidence to beheve that it may proceed 
in that way. The eviderce consists of nu- 
merous examples, which, if we cab trust to 
human testimony at all, must lead us to 
believe 80. There are hundreds of such cases 
on record. This case of McCormick is one in 

oint. I am inclined to think myself that the 
den which is now alive is not the dog which 
eommunicated the disease td him. That dog is 
certainly not rabid, for a rabid dog lives only a 
few days, and this one is alive to this day. I 
am inciined to think he will be here to-night. 
He js apparently in a perfedtly sane state, and 
there is no instance of a hydrophobic dog living 
two weeks. I saw a case some iour yeurs ago io 
Wooster street in company with my frieva Dr. 
Cook. A child 4 years old was bitten by 
a slut. The animal was not supposed to 
be rabid at all. The child was going through 
a dak alley where the dog was being 
led, aad stumbled against the dog. In the 
heat of passion the animal bit her. Hydro- 
phobic 8 tet in. In this case there was 
no room for imagination, on account of the 
child’s youth. Then I find that Mr. Flemming, 
who bas written certainly the best work on hy- 
drophobia that I know of, admits that the bite 
of an animal in that condition of excitement is 
capable of renga aw hyd:ophobia to per- 
fectly healthy animals. I received a number of 
letters from gentlemen in ail parte of the coun- 
try bringing exampies of similar import with 
reference to that condition of excitement. There 
is ven evidence to show that the dog, in a state 
of fright or anger, may inoculate healtby dogs 
with the true hydrophobic poison. There is ev- 
idence to show thatthe saliva of man in that 
state of passion or fright may inoculate any indi- 
vidual whom he may bite with a poison which 
certainly produces disease if not hydrophobia. 
It is simply an example of the poisonous charac- 
ter which the saliya may assume under such cir- 
cumstances. 80 I think we may be upon our 
guard against all animals which may inflict such 
inourabie pains upon us. 

SPONTANEOUS ORIGIN OF THE DISEASE. 

The next question which I would like to bring 
before the Society is: Does hydrophobia ever 
originate spontaneously in animals, avd does it 
originate so in man? There are numerous ex- 
ampies before us that it does. Flemming cites 
& Very remarkable example of @ small dog which 
was being traue ported in Frante on a railroad 
car. ¢ locomotive whistie sounded and 
the dog becathe very much excited. No mat- 
ter what the owner did, he co not quiet 
bim, and finally bad to get out of the car, 
taking the dog with him. The dog afterward 
died with perfectly scientific hydrophobie symp- 
toms. Ifthe disease onginates spontaneously 
in animals, and there seems to be no doubt of it, 
why can ft not originate spontaneously in man, 
under the influence of emotional disturbances ? 
How many such cases do We find? We snow, 
and all the evidence seems to be clear and to the 
point, that through the influence of the imagi- 
hation cholera hes been induced. Some, per- 
haps, may recollect the remarkable experience 
in Austria ov certain prisoners, The Govern- 
ment gave them a free pardon on the condition 
that they were to sleep in the beds of cholera 
patients.

Then of the dogs bitten by other dogs known to 
be bydrophobie only 23 per cent become affected. 
With man the rtion is Still smaller. John 
Hunter, the celebrated surgeon, knew of twenty- 
one people being bitten by the dog, aud 
only one had the hydrophobia. would make 
the ratio about one to fifteen who are affected 
after being bitten, even if no precautions are 


taken. 

I will say, likewise, that the dog that bit Ada 
Clare (Mrs. Noyes), the actress, bit at the game 
time four otber persens, but Ada Clare was the 
only one who became hydrophobic, Mr. Jen- 
nings was one of the ons bitten Wr 
deg, and is here. ( Jennings, who was in 
the audience with a dog whose teeth had been 
biunted, was here asked by Dr, Hammond if the 
dog bit him through the clothing, and replied 
that it did.) Well, that lessened the chances of 
your hydrophobic, because the dog 
would lose the saliva in the clothing. There are 
instances where the bite bas been upon the 
naked skin, and inoculation has not taken place. 
And that u not so very strange, when you think 
of the number of persons exposed to pox 
and cholera, and who yet do not take the disease. 

The period of incubation varies — consider - 
ably. a note to a very old book en hydro- 
phobia by Dr. James Johnson, of London, and 
presented by him to Dr. David Hossack, of this 
city, who made this note in the in, it 18 
stated that a case . ee New York five 
days after the bite, is certainly remark- 
a. It is the shortest time on record, if that 
is weil authenticated, Sometimes it goes for 
twenty months, and, if we may believe all we 
read, for twenty years, altboagh I think we musi 
take those statements with some grains of al- 
lowance. 

I have @ letter from Mr. Blunt which re- 
lates to the theory that a person may be 
bitten by a non-hydrophebie dog aud take 
the disease. He says that Dr. Bush, an 
Irish surgeon who resided in this city a num- 
ber of yearsago, and who attained quite an em- 
inence here, knew a person who died in the Dub- 
lin Hospital of hydrophobia from the bite of a 
dog that lived quite a number of years aftér- 
ward. 

THE BEST PREVENTIVES. 

Now I would like to say a few words in regard 
to prevention, thongh to & great extent it will 
be a reiteration of what has alseady been said by 
other, and better authorities. In my opinion, 
there is no preventive that can qual excirion, 
and I am inclined to think that when excision is 
performed at any time yey to the development 
of the symptoms, it will be effectual, I thiak I 
would doit as soon as possible, but I should not 
hesitate to do it at any time. Lf | were bitten by 
a hy dog, and could not at once get 
where I could have it cut out, I would have it 
cus out when I conld get where I could have it 
done, but I certainly should not dispense with it 
altogether. The weight of authority seems to 
be that if it is done at any time before the de- 
velopment of the symptoms, it is effectual. Now 
Ido not think that caustic caa be regarded as 60 
safe a preventive as excision. It has failed, 
although Dr. Hewitt tried it some “400 times 
effectually, and was bitten himself by animals 
known to be rabid some seven or eight times; 
yet this means failed with him at last, or was 
supposed to have failed, He was found with 
hie brains blown out, and the circumstances 
indicated that he had committed suicide 
to escape hydrophobia, the symptoms of 
which be had 2 elt commg 
upon him, he having en bitten « 
short time before by a hydrophobic dog. We 
know that while canstic has failed, excision has 
not failed in as many cases, and it is, I think, 
the most effectual preventive. I have per- 
formed excision for the bites of some 
thirty or forsy times, several of them supposed 
to be rabid dogs, and in none of these cases has 
hydrophobia ensued. 1 practiced the pian first 
mentioned by Roux, a celebrased French sur- 
geon, of cutting a little piece of wood as nearly 
as possible the size of the wound, inserting it 
into the wound, and then cutting so as to ex- 
tract the wood entirely, together with the parts 
in contact with the wood. I am imelined to 
think that is the best method we have of ex- 
cision, abd therefore of preventing the 
disease; and that if effectually. earned 
out m every case, the present fear of 
a dog, whether supposed to be rabid or hot, 
would be greatly diminished, and that we should 
— very much less hydrophobia than we how 

ave. ' 

In regard to the treatment, there is not much 
to say; but I be one or two ideas about it 


which 1 would like to mention to the Society. 1 


am inclined to thiuk that the most effecthal 
method of treatment would be the persistent ap- 
plication of the primary galvanic current, I 
would put one pole to the patients head and the 
other to his foot, and make the current flow 
continuously all the time while the disease last- 
ed. In one case iéported by Mr. Schivadi, he 
by that méans maintained the life of the — one 
for seven days, a very long time for the ase 
to last, aud then the patient died with- 
out any hydrophobic symptoms, sepmi- 
ing to die purely from exbaus- 
tion.

Another case, induced by a wound, likewise in 
this city, in the person of an eminent musician, 
I treated in the same way—with ice—and he re- 
covered. And iam inciined to think that in ice 
we have another very effectual means of treating 
hydrophobia, which I would feel disposed to rely 
upon; but 1 should say galvanism more than 
anything else.

but that a man like Col. Hawkins, who periled 
his life to save it, should do so, is a matter of 
astonishment. It will not escape notice that 
both the gentlemen above named are Southern- 
ers, The debt of the country, or rather the tax- 
ation necessary to meet it, is doubtless felt 
to weigh more heavily om the South than 
on any other portion of the country. Their 
State debts are enormous,—so burdensome that 
it may seem to the people there is no means to 
pay them and that they must be repudiated. The 
South is, in many parts at least, in a benkrupt 
condition; andit need not, therefore, be won- 
dered at if a party should arise there to advocate 
repudiation. It would be strange if repudiation 
did not find more than two advocates in the

JEFF. DAVIS AND SOUTHERN COMMERC E 
Jefferson Davis is endeavoring to make amends 
for the misfortunes he was instrumental in 
bringing upon the South by his efforts to ter- 
minate what has been termed the South's com- 
mercial vassalage” to the North. Long before 
our Civil War, the South smarted under this real 
or imagined commercial servitude, and Southern 
merchants and Southern scientists pointed out 
that the interests of their section of the country 
demanded that all the tobacco, sugar, and other 
products of the South, as well as the grains of 
the West, should be transported in Southern 
ships to the sea, and thence to Europe. Davis 
has revived this antc-Secession dream of the 
South, and has even done something to realize it. 
The shortest road towards effecting this he con- 
ceived to be to inspire confidence of its success 
in the capitalists of London. Not long 
since he addressed a meeting in Memphis of 
the Mississippi Valley Society of London,“ 
and told them that the Society in London pow

THE CANADIAN LOAN. 

Describing the results of the tion in 
which the Finance Minister of Canada nas lately 
been upon the London Stock Exchange 
the Toronto Globe says: “ The new loan is for 
£4,000,000 sterling, or, in currency, $19,600,000. 
It has been disposed of at 90 cents to the dollar, 
bears interest at 4 per cent, and has thirty years 
to run. No portion of this loan is subject to the 

guarantees, which will be invoked for 
the further issue of 43,000, 000 at a future day. 


In this respect, the loan differs from the 


issues of the inter-colonial loan, which 
was of a mixed nature, a portion being guaranteed 
aud a portion unguaranteed on each occasion. 
The actual cost of the loan to the Dominion of 
Canada is equivalent an annual chargé of 
per centum on par value—or, say, a 
fraction over 44 cent. At the time the loan 
was issued, Canadian unguaranteed 5 per cents 
were quoted at 1094, or, less July dividends,

The telegrams received last evening from a 
number of pomts in the Northwestern States 
show that tne rainfall of Tuesday night was 
more general than reported on Change yester- 
day. The view of the situation given in the 
commercial column was that obtained by con- 
versation with some receivers, who bad tele- 
grams from their friends in the country. Still 
the rain was not general; but it appears 
that Illinois was more blessed than her 
sister States. The weather of last night 
may, however, have supplied the deficiency, in 
part, and it ig not impossible that, instead of too 
little rain, some sectious will haye too much of 
it. The indications now are that the crups of 
the whole country will be much larger than the 
recent average, though there may be a wider in- 
equality than usual iu the yield of different sec- 
tions. Some will suffer severely from grasshop- 
pers, others from chinch-bugs, and others from 
drought, while there may be an excess of moist- 
ure in places. But the general average bids fair 
to be very satisfactory. 

The death of Mr. 1. J. Bronson, late of the 
firm of Walker, Brouson 4 Co., one of the 
oldest members of the Board of Trade, was an- 
nounced on Change to-day, and appropriate res- 
olutious adopted. 

The first car-load of wheat to arrive in this 
city from Southern Kansas came to hand to-day. 
It is winter wheat, and rather small in the berry, 
but weighs 62 lbs to the measured busbel. 

The questions were asked to-day, what has be- 
come of the 10 o'clock rule in regard to trading ? 
Also, where is the paper signed by so many 
members pledging themselves not to trade be- 
fore that hour? Several of the men who signed 
that document are now amomg tiie most active 
before 10 o'clock, and others, who waut to trade, 
but have conecientious scruples against doing 80 
while pledged otherwise, have sought in vain 
for the paper, that they might erase their signa- 
tures. Asa dead letter, that document is au un- 
doubted success. Perhaps it has gone to the 
Dead-Letter office, in which case it would be cruel 
to resurrect it. 

There is some question about the delivery of 
new wheat as regular. under the recentruling of the 
Board of Reilroad aud Warehouse Commussion- 
ers. The rules of the Board of Trade are not 
at all affected by such decision. They provide 
that either new or old No. 2 wheat may be de- 
livered on contracts for No. 2, where there is no 
speqfication to the contrary. 

Freights by steam on the lakes, and by rail 
from Lower Lake porta, to New York, are firmer. 
Carriers asked 50@55c per bri on flour to-day, 
which is 10@15c per bri advance. 

The leading produce markets were rather slow

While 
i, in common with others, enjoy some benefit 
from that institution known as The Chicago 


City Railway,” I have yet some charges to make 
against it, winch seem to me are well founded.

Now it so h s that 
half the time the wind 16 in such a on as 
to carry the, smoke of these fifteen to thirty 
smokers into the faces of the other passengers, 
which, te these who do not smoke, is certainly 
very disagreeable, to say the least. The liberty 
granted by the Compauy is taken advantage of 
too many times, and passengers not unfrequent- 
ly sit in any part of the car and smoke, and my 
observations have generally been that men who 
take advantage of this liberty are not very par- 
ticular as to the quality of their cigars, which 
ate generally of the worst manufacture. For 
ohe, I think that smoking on streét-tars is an 
imposition on the part of passengers, and a dis- 
regard of peopie’ 8 rights on the part of the man- 
agers of the Company. 

There are other defects in the management of 
this institution that we are obliged to overlook 
at present, one of which is worthy of note, and 
that is in using balky horses. There is not a 
day but what the streets bedome blockaded to 
some extent from the use of these balky 
horses, not unfrequently are the 
the means of secidente iu our crowd.

Special Correspondence of The Chtcaao Tribune, 
ee Curnsant Cacex, Col., June 25, 1874, 
Of the many delightful resorts, pieasure- 
drives, and romantic camping-grounds, which 
abound in Soutbern Colorado, 
| CURBANT CREEK 
is perhaps the most famous. The valley de- 
rives ite name from a small. sparkiing stream of 
water, ninged with willows and wild currant 
bushes, which goes winding in and out,—per- 
orming, in the course of a mile, more evolu- 
avd intricate twistings than the most ac- 
complished circus-rider. The saucy, brawling 
littie stream has its rise in the high divide that 
walle off the South Park and separates the 
Platte and Arkansas Rivers, deboucbing into the 
latter a few miles above Canon City. Due valley 
is 15 miles in length, not over a mile in width at 
the broadest point, aud lies within the limits of 
Fremont County. It has an altitude of nearly 
7.000 feet above sea-level, and is wailed in by 
*high ranges of mountains, or foot-hills, as they 
are called here, which, however, are clothed with 
grass and pinon to the summit. The short 
grappua, or buvch-grass, grows luxuriantiy in 
the valley and on the hiils, rendering the couutry 
very attractive for stock-purposes, as the range 
is boundless. The valley has been settled since 
1860, aad boasts a school-house and a post- 
office; but many of the first squatters were 
Miseouriaas, and, as the early froste have a 
tendency to blight their corn and potatoes, and 
as the Utes aod Cheyeunes,® during the settle- 
ment of their littie difficulty, made some rather 
threstanmg demonstrations, the early pioneers 
became alarmed, and sought a more congeuvial 
clime and safer quarters, leaving their rude 
cabins aud other improvements behind for who- 
ever was bold enough to claim them. Potatoes, 
beets, turnips, and other vegetables, can be 
raised in the valley with tolerable success; but 
fcost is too quick for the coro, while wheat and 
oats thrive but indifferently well, The chances 
are, that the settler who devotes his attention 
exclusively to farming will 
STARVE OUT IN THE COURSE OF A YEAR 
or so ; indeed, such has been the experience of 
all who have tried it; but, in the sheep or cattle 
business, he can look for golden returds and 3 
rapid increase. The range is limitless, and af - 
fords excellent pasturage for cattle or sheep the 
entire winter. The storms which gather on the 
main range, 30 miles to the west, spend their 
- fury there, and never break in the valley; deep 
snows are unknown; tornadoes never come ; and 
cold, chilling winds never penetrate the charmed 
Valley of Currant Creek. Wild fruits of all kinds 
grow in abuodance ; the sward is as green and 
emooth' as a carefully-kept city-lawn; while 
springs of purest water gush out from the hill- 
sides. 
At the upper end of the valley, near what is 
known as Bates’ ranch, one of the

in the Territory. The spring is about 3 feet in 
diameter, and boils up like a caldron, forming

the sole propriétor of a magnilicent oyster-bed, 
all petrified, but natural as life. He bas pre- 
empted the eniire lot, and is now patientiy wait- 
ing for some one to come along and buy him out. 
fn the same vicinity is a low-browed, beetling 
bluff overiooking the river and country for 
miles, which was once the scene of a famous bat- 
tle between the Utes and Cheyennes for the pos- 
session of a young and beautiful squaw wuom 
Rolling Thunder, in one of bis forays, bad stolen 
from a Cheyenne brave.

These salt-wells. ar they are called. were worked 
very extensively some years ago; buil li: gs were 
esected, and expensive machinery constructed;

bind the macuinery and buiidings; and there 
they stand to-day, silent but eloquent memén- 
toes of the facility with which a foolish individ- 
ual and his money are parted.

The Attack on the French Quarter by 
a Ohinese Mob. 
Shanghai (May 6) 8 — of the New York

To the rear of the Frenen concession in 
Shanghai stande «bat is known as the Ningpo 
J 088- Louse, yred prin we adjoining used for the 
burial of the d of the Ningpo Guild. Now, if 
there is ove idea which is prominent in the 
Chinese mind, it is that of reverence for the 
ashes of their friends. Within the grounds of 
the Niugpo Joss-house lie the remains of genera- 
tions, and they are most tenderly guarded by the 
living. The mot of Sunday was an offspriag of 
this venesation for the departed. The actors 
were low Chinamen, whose only motive, proba- 
bly, was hatred to the French. But d 
them stood the prominent meu of the Ningpo 
Guild, who had tanned this hatred into a fame 
for the express purpose of protecting the grounds 
of the Joss-house. 

The French Municipal Council have, for sev- 
enteen months, been engaged in projecting a 
new wagon-road through the concession, and 
their plans contemplated running the road di- 
rectly through the cemetery of the J 
To this the Guild objected, on the ground that 
the wegons, passing over the dead, would dis- 
turb them, and their spirits could not rest in 
peace. They accordingly remonstrated with the 
Council, and represented their feelings in a let- 
ter which, for mildners of tone and strength of 
argument, might do credit to a dipicmatist. The 
only object of the Council in 2 the road 
through the cemetery was that it might ran io a 
straight line. The Guild generously offered to 
purchase them land outside the concession, by 
using which the same object could be accom- 
plished. More than this, they offered to pay ail 
the expenses of the work which bad thus far 
been done in planning the road through the cem- 
etery. This position the Council had been 
considering for some time when the riot oo- 
curred, and thus probably put an end toall ne- 
gotiations. The delay of the Council in accept- 
ing the offers of the Guild must be set down as 
the direct cause of the outrage. 

Ea:ly in the forenoon of Sunday, the 3d of 


May, zrours of Chinamen began to assembie in 


the concession. There had beea warnings of 
the coming storm, and had M. Godeaax, the 
French Cousul-CGeneral, acted promptly at this 
time the blow mrht have been averted. But 
nothing was done, and hour by hour the groups 
swelled, and the talk and iculations 0 
fiercer.
